SO SAYS THE SWINDLER 


Asks Hoped-For Victim to Come 
to Spain and Get Him Out 
of Jail 


A gang of expert swindlers, with a 
perfected organization, believed to be 
the same “Madrid” outfit that has 
been working for the past year or two 
in many parts of America, are now 
operating in the Province of Alberta. 
Letters received by two farmers at 
Lacombe give documentary evidence 
and also an insight into the workings 
of the scheme. The basis of the 
scheme is to promise a large sum of 
money for certain assistance and also 
to work upon the sympathies of the 
would-be victims. ‘ 

It is hard to say where the head- 
quarters of this gang is as the letters 
received by the would-be victims did 
not bear any post-mark, but all bore, 
“Madrid, Spain,” on the date line, so 
they may have originally been written 
in that city , 

The method which is adopted is 
this: A certain district is picked upon 
and letters are mailed to many resi- 
dents of that district informing them 
that the writer is in prison in Madrid 
and requests the assistance jof the 
victim to obtain his release and also 
recover his baggage which the writer, 
says has been seized. he swindler 
goes on to explain that he has a con- 
siderable amount of money in Ameri- 
ca, and that the document necessary, 
in order to obtain the money is in a 
secret pocket in a portmanteau, which 
is under seizure. He says that to raise 
the seizure a payment of $2,400 is nec- 
essary and asks the victim to go to 
Spain and advance the money, his re- 
ward being that he will receive one- 
third of the amouns which the writed 
claims he has to his credit in Ameri- 
ca. If the victim accedes to the re- 
quest he is met by agents of the gang 
on lis arrival in Spain and led to pay, 
the money over to a bogus court

Called Out at Norfolk, Va.,

Norfolk, Va,. July.5.:Many. negroes 
are in the hospital with broken heads 
and bruised bones as a result of at- 
tacks by 400 sailors, who following 
news of the fight at Reno, marched 
through the streets last night hunting 
for negroes. They beat one negro al- 
most to death against the post office 
building.
